To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

Infectious  Diseases.  Notifications  were  comparatively  light,  and 
during  the  past  few  years  the  incidence  of  Measles  had  tended  to 
follow  the  trend  seen  in  the  large  towns.  Alternate  years  are 
" measles  " years,  and  1956  was  one  in  which  the  incidence  was  low. 
There  was  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  November  - December 
in  the  Helperby-Braff erton  district.  This  year  was  noted  for  the 
commencement  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  and  it  is  with 
some  satisfaction  that  one  can  record  an  extremely  high  proportion 
of  our  residents  who  registered  their  children  for  this  protection, 
about  - 60%  of  eligible  children  we re  registered  although  at  the 

time  there  had  been  no  experience  of  this  vaccine  in  England.  The 
desire  to  secure  the  best  possible  care  and  protection  for  one's 
children  is  surely  a measure  of  an  enlightened  and  intelligent 
populace.  During  work  in  schools  arid  infant  welfare  clinics  it  iw 
quite  rare  to  meet  the  parent  who  !l  doesn't  beli.-ve  in  immunisation". 
Unfortunately  only  a small  proportion  of  children  were  able  to  be 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  and  one  must  await  1957  or  even 
later  before  the  supply  of  vaccine  equals  the  demand.  So  far  the 
figures  for  the  country  show  that  the  vaccine  is  of  undoubted  value 
and  will  save  a number  of  lives  and  prevent  much  suffering  and 
deformity.  It  is,  however  as  well  tc  utter  a word  of  caution  lest 
*-he  enthusiasm  for  polio  vaccination  cause  the  number  of  children 
protected  against  diptheria  and  Whooping  Cough  to  fall.  One  wonders 
how  far  off  is  immunisation  against  measles.

Again  our  infant  deaths  are  .'high,  numbering 
within  2 days  of  birth  and  are  in  the  main 
connected  with  the  hazards  of  the  birth  process.  6 of  the  8 deaths 
were  in  hospital.  There  has  been  no  death  of  a mother  in  childbirth 
for  several  years.  On  the  whole  one  can  say  that  the  year  of  1958 
was  a satisfactory  one.

HOUSING. 


Our  waiting  list  continues  to  be  lengthy  in  spite  of  the 
completion  of  20  houses  by  the  Council  and  11  by  private  enterprise. 
The  Council  have  been  generous  in  its  provision  of  financial 
assistance  to  owners  to  recondition  property.  During  the  year 
a total  of  £8*647.  0.  0.  in  respect  of  41  improvement  grants 

was  approved.  Individual  unfit  houses  continue  to  be  represented 
and  the  families  rehoused  where  necessary, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


This  continued  adequate  in  quantity  using  both  our  own  sources 
in  the  Kilburn  area*  and  supplemented  by  water  from  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Board  of  which  the  Council  is  a constituent  member.  Both 
waters  are  of  good  quality  although  hard.  The  Ministry  made  an 
enquiry  during  the  year  into  our  water  undertaking*  but  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  any  re-organisation  of  our  Water  Department  would  improve 
the  already  satisfactory  function*  or  assist  any  neighbouring 
district. 

Apart  from  a few  isolated  properties*  mains  water  is  available 
to  all  properties  in  the  district.

VOLUNTARY  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee,  which  meets  quarterly  in  Easingwold,  provides 
from  funds  allotted  by  the  County  Council,  assistance  to  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  A free  pint  of  milk  is  issued  daily 
to  all  tubercular  patients  on  the  recommendation  fo  the  Chest 
Physician  but  the  work  of  the  care  Committee  is  designed  to  assist 
further  such  cases  towards  recovery.

Armnal  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  for  the  Year,,  1956. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Easingwold  Rural  District  Council . 


Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1956. 
Substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  By  the 
completion  of  the  Alne  and  Tollerton  Sewage  Schemes  approximately 
250  houses  have  been  added  to  the  number  now  provided  with 
satisfactory  means  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  If  the  full 
benefit  of  a very  satisfactory  water  supply  is  to  be  gained  it 
is  most  essential  that  steady  progress  in  the  provision  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  works  should  be  maintained.  Ribbon  building 
in  the  past  between  villages  and  the  building  of  even  a few  houses 
at  the  extremities  of  the  villages  on  flat  ground  makes  new 
sewage  schemes  unnecessarily  costly  to  construct. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  satisfactory.  All  the 
water  supplied  through  the  Council’s  mains  is  chlorinated. 

Sixty-throe  samples  of  water  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  3 were  from 
private  supplies,  35  were  of  chlorinated  water  from  the  public 
mains  and  25  of  the  raw  water  before  chlorination.  The  Analyst 
reported  all  the  chlorinated  samples  as  satisfactory,  15  of  the 
raw  water  samples  as  unsatisfactory  and  2 private  supplies  as 
unsatisfactory. 


The  water  supplied  is  not  liable  to  plumbo sol vent 
action.  Approximately  98$  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied 
from  the  Council’s  mains  including  about  *J0  by  standpipe.

The  20  houses  erected  and  completed  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  1956  were  distributed  as  follows:-  Easingwold  8,, 
Tollerton  10,5  Newton-on-Ouse  2. 

At  the  end  of  1956  the  following  40  houses  were  in 
course  of  erection:**-  Alne  1 (private),  Easingwold  24  (l8  R.D.C.), 
Ruby  1 (private),  Myton-on-Swale  1 (private),  Oulston  2 (private), 
Sutton-on-Forest  2 (private),  Stillington  8 (R.D.C.),  Tollerton  1 
(private) , 

Seven  houses  have  been  discontinued  as  dwellings,  all  as 
a result  of  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts.  The  need  for 
new  houses  remains  at  approximately  200, 


Public  Cleansing, 

This  service  which  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
employees  with  hired  refuse  collection  vehicles,  (two  eleven 
cubic  yard  capacity,  side  loading  end  tippers  with  sliding  covers 
and  water-tight  end  doors)  has  been  in  operation  nearly  6 years. 

In  consequence  of  the  erection  of  more  dwellings  the  work  has 
increased.  In  spite  of  this  the  service  has  been  fairly  well 
maintained.  The  frequency  of  collection  of  pail  closets  should 
be  improved  but  this  does  not  seem  possible  without  employing  extra 
labour  and  addition  of  equipment.  The  two  vehicles  are  becoming 
more  liable  to  stoppages  owing  to  wear  and  tear. 

Closet  conversions  continue  at  the  rate  of  about  56  per 
year.  Most  of  these  conversions  are  in  respect  of  privy  middens 
the  contents  of  which  are  removed  monthly.  In  such  cases  dry 
ashes  are,  after  conversion  of  the  midden  stored  in  dustbins  which 
require  more  frequent  emptying  than  the  middens,  and  it  is  doubtful 
if  there  is  any  reduction  of  work  and  time.  All  refuse  is 
disposed  of  in  disused  clay  pits  and  quarries  of  which  there  are 
only  a few  available  which  are  suitable.  One  way  to  lengthen  the 
period  of  the  use  of  the  quarries  as  tips  for  refuse  would  be  to 
take  the  appropriate  part  of  the  refuse,  by  separation,  and  to  mix 
it  with  sewage  sludge  to  form  compost.  This  method  is  being 
widely  advocated  and  the  advantages  would  in  my  opinion  more  than 
make  up  for  the  extra  work  required. 
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Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


The  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  now  in 
operation  at  Helperby  and  Brafferton  with  all  houses  now  connected 
to  the  sewers.  At  Shipton  work  of  connecting  up  houses  is 
proceeding  and  should  be  finished  within  a few  months. 

The  new  works  for  Alne  and  Tollerton  will  also  be  completed 
shortly  and  the  task  of  connecting  up  the  houses  can  then  be 
commenced. 

The  application  to  the  Ministry  for  a loan  to  extend  and 
improve  the  workd  at  Easingwcld,  which  are  overloaded  has  been 
refused,  after  an  Enquiry  attended 'by  a representative  of  the 
Ministry. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  approved 
the  provision  of  new  sewers  and  sewerage  works  at  Husthwaite  after 
a Public  Enquiry.  Other  villages  such  as  Huby,  Sutton,  Crayke, 
Raskelf  and  Stillington  continue  to  be  inadequately  sewered  and 
without  proper  provision  for  treatment  of  sewage  and  as  more  water 
closets  are  installed  and  more  houses  built  conditions  become 
progressively  worse. 
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NEAT  INSPECTION 


All  neat  and  food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  There  are  six  private  slaughterhouses  licensed 
in  the  District  and  the  appended  table  gives  details  of  the  animal d 
slaughtered  and  inspected  there  during  the  year,  9U  visits  being 
made  by  the  Inspectors  for  this  purpose. 


Owing  to  the  scattered  positions  of  these  slaughterhouses  and 
the  times  of  slaughtering  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  to  the  full, 
the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  regard  to  ante- 
mortem inspection  and  even  inspection  during  slaughter  is  only 
possible  in  a few  cases.  The  majority  of  moat  is  inspected  after 
completion  of  slaughter,  sometimes  the  day  after,  and  this  increases 
the  difficulty  of  inspection  and  reduces  the  amount  of  supervision 
possible. 


In  December  petrol  rationing  added  a further  burden,  as  it  is 
impossible  to  reduce  mileage  covered  on  tills  work  without  reducing 
the  efficiency  of  the  inspection  service  with  its  potential  danger 
public  health.  It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the  normal  quality  of 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  is  very  high  as  proper  super- 
vision of  poorer  material  is  both  essential  and  more  difficult.

11  butchers’  shops,  43  grocers  and  greengrocers,  11  catering 
premises,  49  licensed  premises  and  6 fried  fish  shops.  All 
premises  have  mains  water  available.

Four  butchers’  premises  are  registered  for  sausage  making  etc. 
Seven  dairies- are  registered  for  sale  of  bottled  milk,  all  of 
which  is  Designated. 

Forty  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  Ice  Cream  premises, 

21  to  dairies  and  l<cO  to  other  food  preparing  premises  during 
the  year.  All  the  licensed  houses  in  the  Bulmer  Division  of 
the  District  were  visited  in  company  with  the  Magistrates  and 
police.  Some  of  these  premises  are  lacking  in  facilities 
such  as  hot  water  supplies,  special  sinks  for  washing  glasses 
and  adequate  sanitary  accommodation.  Representations  have  been 
made  to  the  Brewery  Companies  concerned  and  this  has  so  far  had 
. ' ttle  effect,  although  work  has  been  commenced  on  a few 
alterations  end  plans  are  being  drawn  up  for  some  others. 


(iv)  Education  courses  in  hygienic  methods  cannot  be  run  in  scattered 
rural  area  such  as  this,  apart  form  there  being  insufficient 
staff  to  do  so.  Such  education  must  be  limited  to  personal 
instruction  during  routine  visits  and  distribution  of  posters 
etc. 


(v)  All  condemned  meat  and  offals  are  disposed  of  by  digestion  in 
a modern  privately  owned  plant.  Other  foods  of  which  normally 
only  small  quantities  are  condemned,  arc  disposed  of  by  burying 
in  the  Council’s  tip. 

(vi)  There  have  been  no  special  inspections  of  large  consignments  or 
of  stocks  of  food  during  the  year. 

(vii)  No  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  in 
this  District;  there  are  32  premises  retailing  pre-packed  Ice 

Cream.

All  food  preparing  promises  wore  circularised,  with  the 
requirements  of  the  nerd  Regulations  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year . 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  washing 
facilities,  hot  water  supplies,  and  other  improvements  to  food 
premises . 

Vans  used  for  delivering  and.  hawking  food  have  been  provided 
with  hand  washing  facilities,  and  where  appropriate  shelving  of 
non-absorbent  material  has  been  asked  for  and  this  work  has  been 
carried  out  in  most  cases.  There  are  difficulties,  however 
in  small  businesses,  where  the  loss  of  use  on  the  only  van  for 
perhaps  a fortnight  or  more  is  virtually  impossible  unless  a 
suitable  replacement  is  available.  Slow  deliveries  of 
vans  have  also  hold  up  some  improvements.  Four  to  six  months 
wait  for  delivery  of  a van,  suitably  modified  to  carry  food,  is 
not  uncommon. 

I should  like  to  place  on  record  the  helpful  attitude  of  the 
majority  of  the  trades  people  in  the  District  who  have  co-operated 
very  well  in  bringing  premises  and  equipment  into  lino  with 
modern  ideas  of  hygiene.  Any  delay  in  this  work  has  generally 
boon  due  to  insufficient  labour  in  the  building  and  allied  trades, 
rather  than  reluctance  to  have  the  necessary  work  done. 

The  existing  staff  of  only  2 public  health  inspectors  is  not 
adequate  to  carry  through  a big  programme  of  modernisation  of  all 
food  premises  in  addition  to  the  normal  routine  work  of  the 
Department.

8 51  Pasteurised  ,!  licences  and  7 11  Tuberculin  Tested  ” licences 
were  issued  to  dairymen  to  retail  such  milk  in  the  District.  There 
are  no  milk  pasteurisation  Plants  in-  the  District  and  no  milk  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year,'  Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to 
retailors*  premises.
